Like- 
wiſe alſo ſaid they all. And they came toa place which 
was named Gethſemane: and he faith to his diſciples, 
Sit ye here, while 1 ſhall pray. And he taketh with 
him, Peter, and James, and John, and began to be ſore 
amazed, and to he very heavy; and ſaith unto them, 
My ſoul is exceeding ſorrowful unto death : tarry ye 
here, and watch. And he went forward a little, and fell 
on the ground, and prayed, that if it were poſſible, the 
hour might paſs from him.

And Peter followed him 
afar off, even into the palace of the high prieſt: and he 
ſat with the ſervants, and warmed himſelf at the fire. 
And the chief prieſts, and all the council {ought for 


_ witneſs againſt Jeſus, to put him to death; and found 


none. (Fer many bare falſe witneſs againſt him, but 
their witneſs agreed not together.) Andtherearoſe cer- 
tain, and bare falſe witneſs againſt him, ſaying, We 


heard him ſay, I will deſtroy this remple that is made 


with hands, and within three days I will build another 
made without hands, But neither ſo did their witneſs 
agree together. And the high prieſt ſtood up in the

1 held a conſultation with the elders and icribes 
and the whole council, and bound Jeſus, and carried 
him away, and delivered him to Pilate, And Pilate 
aſked him, Art thou the King of the 7 25 And he 
anſwering, ſaid unto him, Thou ſayeſt it. And the 
chief prieits accuſed him of many things: but he an- 
ſwered nothing, And Pilate aſked him again, ſaying, 
Anſwereſt thou nothing? behold how many things 
they witneſs againſt thec, But Jcſus yer anſwered no- 
thing: ſo that Pilate marvelled. Now at that fezit he 
releaſed unto them one priſoner, whomſoever they 
deſired. And there was one named Barabbas, which lay 
bound withthem that had made inſurtection with him, 
who had committed murder in the inſurrection. And 
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as he had ever done unto them. But Pilate anſwered 
them, ſaying, Will ye that I releaſe unto you the Kin

And they bring 
him into the place Golgotha, which is, being interpret- 
ed, the place of a feult, And they gave him todrink 
wine mingled with myrrh; but he received it not. And 
whenthey had erucified him, they parted his garments, 
ca iing lots upon them, what every man ſhould take. 
And it was the third hour, and they crucified him And 


the ſuperſcription of his accuſation was written over, 


THE KING OF THE JEWS. And with him 


they crucify twothieves; the one on his right hand, and : 


the other on his left. And the Scripture was fulfilled, 
whichſaith, And he was numbered with the tranſgreſ- 
ſors, And they that paſſed by, railed on him, wagging 
their heads, and ſaying, Ah, thou that deſtroyeſt the 
temple, and buildeſt it in three days, ſave thyſelf, and 
come down from the croſs! Likewiſe alſo the ehief 
prieſts mocking, ſaid among themſelves, with the 
icribcs, He ſaved others, himſelf he cannot ſave, Let 
Chriſt, the king of Iſrael, deſcend now from the croſs, 
that we may ſcc and believe, And they that en 
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Wedneſday before Eaſter. 
eiſied with him, reviled him. And when the ſixth hout 
was come, there was darkneſs over the whole land un- 
ril the ninth hour. And at the ninth hour Jeſus cried 
with a loud voice, ſaying, Eloi, Eloi, lama ſabachthani? 
which is, being interpreted, My God, my God, why 
haſt thou forſaken me? And ſome of them that ſtood 


by, when they heard it, ſaid, Behold, he calleth Elias, 


And one ran, and filled a ſpunge full of vinegar, and 
pur it on a reed, and gave him to drink, laying, Let 
alone; let us ſee whether Elias will come to take him 
down. And Jeſus cried with a loud voice, and gave up 
the ghoſt, And the vail of the temple was rent intwain, 
from the top to the bottom. And when the centurion 
which ſtood over againſt him, ſaw that he ſo cried 
out, and gave up the ghoſt, he ſaid, Truly this man 
was the Son of God,

1 a teſtament is, there muſt alſo of neceſſity 
YY bethedeath of the teſtator: for a teſtament is of 
forceafter menaredcad; otherwiſe it is of no ſtrength 
at all whilſt the teſtatorliveth. Whereupon neither the 


firſt teſtament was dedicated without blood. For when 


Moſes had ſpoken every precept to all the people ac- 
cording to the law, he took the blood of calves, and of 
goats, with water, and ſcarlet wool, and hyſſop, and 
fprinkled both the book and all the people, ſaying, This 
is the blood of theteſtament which God hath enjuined 
unto you. Moreover, heſprinkled likewiſe with blood 
both the tabernacle, and all the veſſels of the miniſtry.

For 
Chriſt is not entered into the holy places made with 
hands, Which are the figures of the true;but into heaven 
itſelf, now to appear in the preſence of God for us: 
nor yet that he ſhould offer himſelf often, as the high!

Then took they him, and led him, and 
brought him intothe high prieſt's houſe, And Peter fol- 
lowedafar off. And when they had kindled a fire in the 
midſt of the hall, and were ſet down together, Peter ſat 
down among them, But a certain maid beheld him as 
he ſat by the fire, and earneſtly looked upon him, 
and ſaid, This man wasalſowith him. And he denicd 
him, ſaying, Woman, I know him not. And after a 
little while another ſaw him, and ſaid, Thou art alſo 
of them.

ſoon as it was day, the elders of the people, and the

HE whole multitude of them aroſe, and led him 
unto Pilate, And they began to accuſe him, ſay- 
ing, We found this fellow perverting the nation, and 
forbidding to give tribute to Cæſar, ſaying, that he 
himſelf is Chriſt a king. And Pilate aſked him, ſaying,

a long ſeaſon, becauſe he had heard many things of him; 


and he hoped to have ſeen ſome miracle done by him, 


Then he queſtioned with him in many words; but he 
an{weredhimnorhing.Andthe chief prieſta and ſcribes 
ſtood and vehemently accuſed him. And Herod with 


his men of war ſet him at nought, and mocked him, 


andarraycdhimin a gorgeous robe, and ſent him again 
to Pilate, And the ſame day Pilate and Herod were 
made friends together; for before they were at enmiry 
between themſelves. And Pilate, when he had called 


together the chief prieſts, and the rulers, andthe peo-

But they cricd, ſaying, Crucify him, cracity 
him. And heſaiduntothem thethirdtime, Why, what 
evil hath he done; 1 have found no cauſe of death in 
him: I will therefore chaſtiſe him, and let him go. 
And they wereinſtant with loud voices, requiring that 
he might he crucified : and the voices of them, and of 
the chief prieſts prevailed. And Pilate gave ſentence 
that it ſhould be as they required. And he releaſed un- 
to them him, that for {edition and murder was caſt in- 
to priſon, whom they had deſired; but he delivered Je- 
ſus to their will. And as they led him away, they laid 
hold upon one Simon a Cyrenian, coming out of the 
country, and on him they laid the croſs, that he might 
bear it after Jeſus. - And there followed him a great 
company of people, and of women, who alſo bewail- 
ed and lamented him. Bur Jeſus turning unto them, 
ſaid, Daughters of Jeruſalem, weep not for me, but 
weep for yourſelves, and for your children, For behold, 
the days are coming in the which they ſhall ſay, Bleſſ- 
cd are the barren, andthe wombs that never bare, and 
the paps which never gave ſuck, Then ſhallthey begin 
to ſay to the mountains, Fall on us; and to the hills, 
Cover ns, For if they do theſe things in a green tree, 
what ſhall be done in the dry? And there were alſo two 
other malefactors led with him to be put to death. And 
when they were come tothe place which is called Cal- 
vary, there they cracified him, and the malefactors; 
one on the right hand, and the other on the left. Then 
ſaid Jeſus, Father, forgive them, for they know not 
what they do, And they parted his raiment, and caſt 
lots. And the people ſtood beholding : andtherulcrs 
alſo with them derided him, ſaying, He ſaved others; 
let him ſave himſelf, if he be Chriſt the choſen of God. 
And the ſoldiers alſo mocked him, coming tohim, and 
offering him vinegar, and ſaying, If thou be the King of 

the Jews, ſave thyſelf. And a [onerſcription alſo was

But the other anſwering, rebuked him, 
ſaying, Doſt thou not fear God, ſeeing thou art in the 
ſame condemnation ? And we indeed juſtly : for we 
receive the due reward of our deeds ;. but this man hath 
done nothing amiſs. And he ſaid unto Jeſus, Lord, 
rememher me when thou comeſt into thy kingdom. 


And Jeſus ſaid unto him, Verily Iſay untothee, Lo-day 


ſhalt. thou be with me in paradiſe. And it was about 
the ſixth hour: and there was a darkneſs over all the 


earth until the ninth hour. And the ſun was darkened, 


and the vail of the temple was rent in the midſt. And 
when Jeſus had cried with a loud voice, he ſaid, Fa- 
ther, into thy handsI commend my ſpirit : and having 
ſaid thus, he gave up the ghoſt, Now when the centu- 
rion ſaw what was done, he glorified God, ſaying, 
Certainly this was arightcous man.

Then ſaid the chief prieſts of the 
Jews to Pilate, Write not The King of the Jews; but 
that he ſaid, I am the King of the Jews, Pilate anſwer- 
ed, What I have written, I have written, Ihen rl 
ſoldiers, when they had crucified Jeſus, took his gar- 
ments, and made four parts (to every ſoldier a part) 
and alſo his coat {now the coat was without ſeam, wo- 
ven from the top throughout.) They ſaid therefore 
among themfclves, Let us not rend it, but caſt lots for 
it, whoſe it ſhall be: that the Scripture might be ful- 


filled, which ſaith, They parted my raiment among 


them, and for my veſture they did caſt lots. Theſe 
things therefore the ſoldiers did. Now there ſtood by 
the croſs of Jeſus his mother and his mother's fitter, 
Mary the wife of Cleophas, and Mary Magdalene, 
When Jefus therefore ſaw his mather, and the diſciple 
ſtanding by, whom he loved, he ſaith unto his mother, 
Woman, behold thy ſon; Then ſaith heto the diſciple, 
Behold thy mother. And from that hour that diſciple 
took her unto his own home. After this, Jeſus know- 
ing that all things were now accompliſhed, that the 
Scripture might be fulfilled, ſaith, I thirſt.
